The Senate passed the bill Thurs­ 
day by voice vote after defeating 
two m oves to write in provisions 
bringing bank m ergers under the 
antitrust statutes.

Approval of the measure, drafted 
over a period of months by a Sen­ 
ate Banking subcommittee, came 
after a week of off-and-on debate. 
A number of attempts to amend it 
were defeated although the Senate 
wrote in two proposals growing 
out of the state auditor embezzle­ 
ment scandal in Illinois last year. 
The Senate rejected, 58-27, an 
amendment by Sen. Paul Douglas 
(D-Ill) that would have retained 
the present provision in the feder­ 
al banking laws permitting “cumu­ 
lative voting” by stockholders. 
Under the bill, banks could de­ 
cide whether to permit stockhold ­ 
ers to cast all their votes for one 
director if they chose. The old law 
requires them to permit such vot­ 
ing if a stockholder wants to cast 
his ballot that way. 
Earlier this week the Senate ap­ 
proved an amendment to require 
disclosure of bank stock ownership 
to a supervisory agency. Another 
amendment would limit campaign 
contributions by banks and bankers 
to political candidates. 
These were an outgrowth of the 
$2.5 million embezzlement scandal 
In which former Illinois State Audi­ 
tor Orville Hodge went to jail. 
The limit on political contribu­ 
tions would not apply to bona fide 
gifts to political committee organ­ 
ized under state law to support a 
general ticket in an election.
